Zinc, however, was found to exidice too 
wickly; at the point where the electrio 
dai acted, the zinc buros away ; even when 
the cironit was set complete when the 
battery waa not working at all, the zino 
and the acid were combining chemizelly, 
and the zino was dissolved elmost a2 
quickly as when working. ‘Therefore 
the battery hesstmo 'inconstant,' or unre- 
Hiable. Hundreds of different kinds of bat- 
terles were invented, containing fron, sina, 
latinum, copper, aud carbon. Carbon wan 
found next beat citer copper. Hence origi- 
nated the Leclanché battery, now universal- 
ly used in one form or enather. In it sal 
ammeniae was employed ia place of sulphu- 
rio acid, for the zino was found not to be 
acted on by ammonia except when the cin 
‘gait wes complete. A pisos of copper wire in 
aorew form was oust in tho sino moulding, for 
the purpose of conncoting. The uae of care 
don a Bleoe of aloe was not invented by 
Leclanchd, but wes adopted in his battery, 
Many kinds af carbon were used ; tha best, 
becauae the strongest, was that which form. 
ed in takes ou the sides of gas retorts, and 
had tobe out in lomps. A cheaper form 
was made in moulds, ftom ordinary earbon 
mixed with ofher things to mike an adhe- 
sive paste, which was then pressed into 
shape. Two holea were made in the carbon, 
and fead was poured in, to form a bedding for 
the brass wire. The brass was coated with 
tiny as tin was @ better. resistant to am- 
monia, The carbon wes: plonged in boil- 
ing parafiic, to make it the more impor- 
tions to tho acid solution,--All metals, car- 
bon, and water or solutions wore condnetors 
of electricity, and oils and everything olse 
non-conduetore, Leclanché also used pero- 
xide of manganese, for the following reason :

filled with carbon and peroxide of man-. 
ganest in almost equal parta, in pes-eized 
lamps; water was put into the cell with 
these lumps, and then the whole osil ‘and 
goutents were putin the solution of ammonia. 
“The water percolated through the pores of the 
cell and established an electrical connection 
with the copper, suspended alougaide in the 
tcl ammoniac.”
